Rosie Robotics team travels to St. Louis

AGAWAM — Building a robot 
that can shoot basketballs into a 
hoop sounds like a slam dunk. 

But it’s not as easy as it might 
seem. The robot must be designed 
and built in just six weeks, it can’t 
weigh more than 120 pounds, and 
it must be engineered to be re- 
motely controlled as well as move 
autonomously. 

Since January, a team of about 
25 energetic students at Agawam 
High School have spent nearly 
150 hours brainstorming, building, 
programming, and testing a robot 
to battle other robots in competi- 
tions that combine a science fair, a 
sporting event, a rock concert, and 
NASCAR into one event. 

During the last weekend in April, 
the Agawam team, Rosie Robotics 
Team 839, competed against 400 
of the best robots in the world at 
a championship event in St. Louis, 
Mo. 

There were four divisions of 
100 teams each and Agawam came 
out of the championship with a 7- 
2 win/loss record. The team was

ranked 20th in its division, but did 
not make the final rounds. 

“The team did great. They did 
exactly what they were supposed to 
do,” said Dana Henry, a co-founder 
of the team and one of its mentors. 
“The kids did an awesome job and 
they learned a lot through this ex- 
perience.” 

The Rosie Robotics Team is 
part of the FIRST (For Inspira- 
tion and Recognition of Science 
and Technology) organization and 
competes in the FIRST Robotics 
Competition (FRC) division. 

Formed 11 years ago by Henry 
and the late John Burns, a tech-

Smooth approval process 
for $36M school budget

$36.4 million school budget 

for fiscal year 2013 that con- 
tains no additional fees, no increas- 
es in class sizes, and no teacher lay- 
offs was approved by 
the Agawam School 
Committee on April 
24. 


The new school 
budget, which in- 
creases the current 


budget by $1.9 mil- 
lion, was adopted by a 
6 to 1 vote. Commit- 
tee approval followed 
a brief budget presen- 
tation by Superinten- 
dent William Sapelli. 
A public hearing was held fol- 
lowing Sapelli’s presentation and 
tentative approval by the commit- 
tee, but no residents spoke in op- 
position to the budget. Only one 
resident spoke during the public 
hearing that lasted only a few min- 
utes. The committee gave its final 
approval with vote of six in favor 
and one voting “present” at the 
conclusion of the public hearing. 
Mayor Richard A. Cohen, who

also serves as chair of the school 
committee, voted “present” dur- 
ing both votes. He said after the 
public hearing that he cast a “pres- 
ent’ vote because he does not have 
“solid” details on how much state 
or federal aid the town will receive 
for the next fiscal year. 

Cohen told the 
committee during 
their regular meeting 
after the budget hear- 
ing that numbers for 
Chapter 70 aid and 
unrestricted aid pro- 
vided by the state leg- 
islature’s House Ways 
and Means Commit- 
tee are “somewhat 
better” than they were 
last year. “This is cer- 
tainly very positive,” 
he added. 

“This budget meets the educa- 
tional needs of our students,’ Co- 
hen said. “But its my job to be 
careful for our taxpayers.” He said 
he is being “cautious” because he 
wants to continue providing quality 
educational services while preserv- 
ing the town’s low tax rate. 

Cohen is hopeful the school de- 
partment budget will be approved 
by the council without any chang- 
es. 

““We’ve made cuts in other places 
and we’re doing everything we can 


to make sure that we can fully fund

Looking at preserving the community 


CPC holds 
annual meeting

AGAWAM — Since being ad- 
opted by the town in 2001, the 
Community Preservation Act 
(CPA) has funded a number of 
projects that otherwise would not 
have been able to come to fruition, 
all thanks to an annual surcharge 
that costs the average homeowner 
just $29 per year.

for open space, community hous- 
ing, historic resources and recre- 
ational land. The funds used for 
CPA projects are independent of 
the town budget, collected through 
a 1 percent surcharge on personal 
property taxes. 

“I think there’s a misconception 
of what people are paying,’ she 
said. “It’s really not that much.” 

According to Bonfiglio, the av- 
erage CPA surcharge is $28.62, 
which translates to an average of 
roughly $7 when paid quarterly. 

In addition, all project ideas are 
publicly driven and debated, which 
means anyone with concerns as to

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Crop walk raises awareness for global hunger

Agawam and West Springfield residents 
gathered Sunday, April 29 at St. John the 
Evangelist Church to participate in the an- 
nual Crop Hunger Walk in an effort to raise 
money to stop hunger and raise awareness 
on the issue. 

Around 150 people gathered at the church 
in Agawam to participate in the walk — a joint 
effort between the two congregations — after 
it was held in West Springfield last year. 

The Crop Hunger Walk began at noon 
with a pre-registration rally. Church World 
Services, who is a co-sponsor of the event, 
had an information booth for volunteer pos- 
sibilities for walkers, who were treated to 
raffle prizes, entertainment provided by Aga- 
wam Christian radio station WLCQ 99.7 and 
food and beverages provided by the Agawam 
Lions Club. 

The walk itself began at 1 p.m. with walk- 
ers able to choose between three distances: 
a one-mile, three-mile or five-mile walk that 
included School Street bike path, said co-co- 
ordinator Diana Forfa. 

The weather could not have been better 
for walkers. It was a cool spring day and 
there was a slight breeze. And if people in 
developing countries can walk sometimes 
six miles in rain or shine conditions then the 
event would be held in rain or shine condi- 
tions as well, said Forfa. 

A majority of the walkers who participat- 
ed were young people who were recruited by 
their congregations or youth groups. 

Co-coordinator Roxanne Casiello said she 
hoped this would encourage young kids to 
get involved in volunteer or service opportu- 
nities within their community. 

“The event creates a since of community 
and helping people less fortunate,’ said Casi- 
ello. “I’m hoping the kids see how fortunate 
they are.” 

Walker Kayla Moquin was participating 
this year for the first time with her family af- 
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ter she became aware of the event during her 
CCD class at St. John’s Church. 

“I like to do walks and it’s a good cause,’ 
said Moquin, 14. 

According to Forfa, the goal for the walk 
was to raise $10,000 in the effort to stop 
hunger both locally and globally. 

“Every year we have a goal of $10,000,” 
said Forfa. “Last year we raised $7,700 and 
our most successful year was seven or eight 
years ago when we raised $12,000.” 

As part of the Crop Hunger Walk, if peo- 
ple who participated were able to raise $100 
they were able to receive a free T-shirt to 
show their participation in this year’s walk. 

A quarter of the money raised will be 
donated to the Parish Cupboard in West 
Springfield, which helps out disadvantaged 
families in Agawam, Feeding Hills and West 
Springfield, said Forfa. 

Agawam and West Springfield began the 
Crop Hunger Walk around 25 years ago 
and combined their efforts when numbers 
dwindled due to church closings, according 
to Pastor Bob Smith. 

“Since the merger, we have been able to 
raise more money and there is a greater sense 
of people working toward the common goal 
of helping local, national, and international

hunger needs,” said Smith. 
The final tally of money raised was not

the schools at this level,” he said. 

The mayor added that Agawam is one of 
the few school districts in the area with no 
additional fees and no layoffs proposed for 
the next fiscal year. 

“The superintendent did an excellent job 
in preparing the budget,’ said Cohen. “I 
commend him and his staff as well as the 
principals and teachers for a smooth budget 
process.” 

Once he formally receives the school bud- 
get, Cohen will incorporate it into the town 
budget he will present to the city council by 
May 15. He said he plans to present a bal- 
anced budget to the council, which has 45 
days from May 15 to act on it before the be- 
ginning of fiscal year 2013 that starts July 1. 

Cohen said he has “no sense” as to how 
councilors will vote on the school budget. 
However, he added that councilors appear to 
have had many of their questions answered at 
a joint meeting in March between the school 
committee members and city councilors. 

Breakdown is ‘eye opening’ 

Parent Dina Miller was the only person who 
commented on the budget during the public 
hearing prior to the committee’s final vote. 
She said a pie chart showing a breakdown 
of the budget by expense category was “eye 
opening.’ It showed that 79 percent of the bud- 
get goes to payroll costs while 21 percent is 
spent on purchased services and supplies. 

“As we go by through the years, and ev- 
ery year the schools need to ask for more 
money, it’s a day and time where that has to 
happen,” said Miller. “It’s a long way from 
the days of one teacher teaching kindergarten 
through eighth grade with just a pencil and 
an eraser.” 

She said Agawam is “keeping up with the 
times” while still supporting its community 
and all its students — from preschool all the 
way through graduation and with a high 
graduation rate. ““That’s very impressive.” 

Miller encouraged the committee to ap- 
prove the budget, adding that it’s a “testa- 
ment” to the work of teachers considering 
how “little of the budget” is being spent on 
what happens inside the schools. 

“To know that my child can bring in a ce- 
real box, and an art teacher with such a little 
budget can make something out of it, is truly 
an inspiration to what our teachers can do. I 
would like to see that they are able to carry on 
with that support rather than strip them down 
to basically bleed a rock dry,’ she said.

budget are negotiated step and percentage 
raises of $208,457 for all other school per- 
sonnel. 

Fix costs for the fiscal ‘13 budget include 
an increase in salaries due to the expiration 
of the federal Education Fund Jobs Grant 
($383,178), a new phone maintenance con- 
tract ($15,000), an increase in software li- 
censing previously grant-funded ($45,000), 
Lower Pioneer Valley Educational Collabor- 
ative (LPVEC) occupational education fees 
($159,160), transportation costs ($9,272), 
and special education costs ($238,247). 

Sapelli was able to reduce an initial pro- 
posed budget increase of $2.2 million to $1.9 
million in his final proposed budget. The 
lower requested amount was due to a reduc- 
tion in LPVEC special education assessment 
($82,522) and the pre-purchase of new text- 
books required for the Common Core curric- 
ulum from remaining fiscal year ‘12 school 
choice funds ($200,000). 


Maintaining educational programs 

With his first school department budget 
proposal since being appointed superinten- 
dent, Sapelli requested a “level-service” bud- 
get rather than a “‘level-funded”’ budget. The 
level-service budget maintains educational 
programs and staff while a level-funded bud- 
get would have required cuts. 

The $1.9 million increase — the differ- 
ence between the fiscal 2013 budget of $36.4 
million and the fiscal 2012 budget of $34.5 
million — is the difference between the cost 
of a level-service budget and a level-funded 
budget. 

According to Sapelli, a level-funded bud- 
get essentially means budget cuts because 
services required to operate the school sys- 
tem — from salaries to shipping costs — con- 
tinue to increase. 

Last year, because of reduced state aid, the 
committee was forced to adopt a level-funded 
budget that included $1.6 million in cuts and 
eliminated nearly 32 full-time school depart- 
ment positions. 

During the summer, the committee ap- 
proved increases in student athletic fees and 
the student parking fee at the high school to 
plug a budget gap. The fees were later re- 
scinded and some positions restored after 
the committee and city councilors approved 
two supplemental school department budget 
increases. 

School committee members praised Sapel- 
li’s work on the budget. 

“It was a very smooth process — and that’s 
because it was so clear,’ said Shelley Reed. 

“Kudos for the way you presented the 
budget. I hope now as it moves forward in 
its progress that we can continue to work 
amicably and cooperatively with city council 
members,’ said Wendy Rua.

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Rosie merges sports with science

nology teacher at AHS, the extracurricular 
activity helps students learn about science, 
technology, engineering, and math (STEM) 
as well as other skills. Students also learn 
how to work under a real deadline as well as 
how to communicate effectively — in writing 
and orally. 


Rigorous challenges, competitions 

Teams operate under strict rules, have 
limited resources, and must adhere to time 
limits. They are also challenged to fund- 
raise, design a brand, and exercise team- 
work, while building robots to perform tasks 
against competitors. 

Each year, FIRST devises a new challenge 
for teams and their robots. For 2012, it’s a 
basketball theme: Rebound Rumble. A lo- 
cal area “shakedown” match in February al- 
lowed teams to run their robots for the first 
time, check out other teams, and work out 
bugs in the new robots before they competed 
in regional competitions to qualify for the 
world championship. 

During the first part of each 2 1/2-minute 
competition match, autonomous robots try to 
score as many points as possible by shooting 
basketballs into hoops of various heights for 
15 seconds. The higher the hoop, the higher 
the points. 

For the second part, a driver and a con- 
troller use joysticks to maneuver their robot 
around a 27-foot x 54-foot court, picking up 
basketballs and shooting. 

In the grand finale, robots must balance on 
a narrow platform. Extra points are awarded 
if the robot is still on the platform when time 
expires. 

The atmosphere at the competitions re- 
sembles rock concerts with music, dancing, 
and outrageous costumes. There’s a sporting 
element as well, with cheerleaders, mascots, 
and referees. 

There is also a bit of NASCAR - robots 
emblazoned with sponsor logos/names, and 
a “pit” area where teams park their machines 
between matches. 


‘Golden ticket to the 


world championship’ 

At the first regional event in Worcester 
in mid-March, the Rosie team won a ma- 
jor award: the Regional Chairman’s Award. 
FIRST’s most prestigious award, it’s pre- 
sented to teams that best emulate FIRST’s 
goal of inspiring students to pursue STEM 
careers. 

The award was the “golden ticket to the 
world championship,” said Andrew Tang, a 
junior who plans an engineering career in 
the future. “It’s the highest honor given to 
any team and we got to compete for the na- 
tional chairman’s award in St. Louis.” 

Junior Rachel Tryba and Tang spent sever- 
al months preparing a presentation to judges 
for the Chairman’s Award. She calls it one of 
her proudest moments. 

“Without my team, that award wouldn’t 
mean as much as it does,” she said. Tryba 
added that her team not only got to the semi- 
finals with the award, but also returned with 
three other awards, one for engineering ex- 
cellence, one for safety, and one that recog- 
nized a team mentor. 

Agawam also competed in a regional 
competition in Hartford in late March. Since 
the team had already qualified for the world 
championship, it was primarily used to fix 
any glitches or to make strategic improve- 
ments before St. Louis.

a board of mentors and an eight-member 
board of student executives. 

Tang, who has been involved with robotics 
since he was in fifth grade, serves as Rosie’s 
chief executive officer. Tryba, who has been 
on the team for three years, is chief opera- 
tions officer. 

Tryba plans a career in the medical field 
and said she has learned many non-technical 
skills that will help her in a career. 

“Basic teamwork — the skill of actually 
running a business — is an important one,” 
she said. “I’ve gotten a lot of workplace 
experience that will be beneficial down the 
road.” 

Rosie Robotics is what Tang has wanted 
to do since he got to high school. He said it’s 
a lot of work, but it’s worth it. 

“The skills I learn working on Rosie are 
unlike anything else I learn in school. It puts 
me in a real-life situation with abilities [Il 
use in the future when I’m working,’ he 
said. 

Tang added that the pressure to build a ro- 
bot in an “impossible” timeframe gives the 
experience needed to work in an industry 
with similar impossible deadlines. “It’s bet- 
ter to develop these skills now with the help 
of mentors in an environment that isn’t as 
stressful as it will be when I’m in the work- 
force.” 

Cecilia Calabrese, an Agawam City Coun- 
cilor, said her son Charlie, an AHS junior, 
has benefited from the robotics program 
since he got involved with it in 7th grade. 

“He has a language-based learning dis- 
ability that he has struggled with his entire 
school career,’ she said. “When John Burns 
took him under his wing, Charlie — for the 
first time — utilized his gift for design and 
invention.” 


Dedicated mentors guide students 

Students work side by side with a dedi- 
cated group of adult mentors from a variety 
of professions — some from Agawam and 
others from area companies like Hamilton 
Sunstrand and Hartford Steam Boiler — who 
volunteer to help students at AHS and during 
competitions. 

Henry, a quality assurance inspector at 
Hamilton Sunstrand and a senior mentor 
with FIRST, said the program is an oppor- 
tunity for students to take their classroom 
lessons and apply them to real-world prob- 
lems. 

“There are many learning opportunities — 
from designing a robot arm to pick up a tube 
with a movement arm of 40 inches to solving 
a targeting problem using a video camera 
and ultrasonic sensors,” he said. “They see 
what the math is, they experience — and use 
— physics, or they use their writing skills ina 
non-technical environment.” 

John Barry, who took over for Burns as 
faculty advisor for the team, said he sees 
kids in a different light working with them 
on Rosie. 

“They gain so much from the experience 
and the chance to learn and network with 
adult mentors,” he said. 

Barry added that students are also “mak- 
ing excellent career decisions” based on the 
real-life experiences they get in the robotics 
program. “We put most of their school stud- 
ies to a real-life test. They get to see how all 
of their individual courses come together to 
solve real problems.” 

Henry said it’s an opportunity for him to 
work and interact with the next generation of 
scientists or engineers. 

“Hopefully, someday, one of them will 
cure cancer or go to Mars,” he said.

Raising money and awareness 
for robotics

AGAWAM — Operating a FIRST ro- 
botics team like Rosie can be a challeng- 
ing expense. 

Each year, there’s an initial cost for the 
registration fee and the robotics kit as well 
as entrance fees for competitions. Other 
expenses include travel costs for team 
members and costs for shipping Rosie to 
and from competitions. 

The annual budget to op- 
erate Agawam’s Rosie Ro- 
botics Team ranges from 
$20,000 to $30,000. This 
year, for example, there 
was a cost of $36,000 to 
get the team and its equip- 
ment to St. Louis, Mo. for 
the world championship. 

The school system has 
provided the registration fees for the 
two regional competitions and the world 
championship. To help defray some of the 
other costs, the nonprofit Agawam Robot- 
ics Education Association (AREA) helps 
out. 

Formed in 2002, it is dedicated to pro- 
viding funds and resources to sustain Aga- 
wam’s robotics program in its schools. 
AREA pursues public and private grants, 
secures corporate funding and sponsor- 
ships, and holds general fundraising ac- 
tivities throughout the year. 

Dana Henry, Rosie’s senior mentor, 1s 
AREA’s president/CEO. 

“Generous donations from AREA as 
well as from several area companies, such 
as Hamilton Sunstrand and Spectrum 
Analysis, help keep down the individual 
cost to team members, especially when 
travelling to the world championship,” he 
said. 

Agawam City Councilor Cecilia Cala- 
brese started out as a “Rosie Mom” when

her son, Charlie, joined the junior high ro- 
botics team four years ago. Now, her son 
is a Rosie Robotics Team member and she 
serves on the AREA Board of Directors. 

Calabrese provides rides to and from 
competitions and assists with fundrais- 
ing activities. She even convinced her 
husband, Dr. Michael Calabrese, a local 
dentist, to become a corporate sponsor of 
Rosie. 

Among some of Rosie’s other sponsors: 
Agawam Lions Club, Berkshire Power, G 
& L Tool in Agawam, 
Hartford Steam Boiler 
Inspection & Insurance 
Company, and Paramet- 
ric Technology Corp. 
(PTC) in Needham. 

AREA sponsors a golf 
tournament and holds a 
“world famous” ziti din- 
ner to raise funds. 

“We also network — a lot,” said Cala- 
brese. “We try to raise awareness and get 
the community and elected officials to 
recognize the importance of the robotics 
program and STEM (science, technology, 
engineering, and math) knowledge on 
the future careers of our young men and 
women.” 

“I can’t stress enough the importance of 
the support of AREA,” said David Blain 
a mentor for Rosie who also helped form 
a robotics team in the FIRST Tech Chal- 
lenge division. 

“They provided our team with support 
from the very beginning and have been re- 
sponsible for getting the FIRST program 
into all Agawam schools,” he said. 

Calabrese said the best thing about be- 
ing involved with AREA is seeing kids 
“loving what they are doing” and know- 
ing that success stories are developing 
before her eyes. “It’s all about the kids 
and the pride they take in their work, their 
teammates, and their community.”

how CPA money is spent has the opportu- 
nity to voice them. After mulling over each 
project idea that comes before it, the CPC 
can approve it to be placed on the Agawam 
City Council agenda. The city council ulti- 
mately decides whether a project receives 
CPA funding. 

To date, the Community Preservation Act 
has allowed the town to purchase open space 
adjacent to Agawam High School for an 
“open classroom,’ (currently in design and 
preparing for construction); preserved the 
1850 Thomas Smith House on North West 
Street in Feeding Hills; preserved the town 
of Agawam historical records; preserved and 
stabilize School Street Barn; upgrade senior 
housing with new windows/doors; construct 
School Street and McGrath 
parks; add playscapes at 
Maynard Street, Borgatti 
Park and Benjamin J. 
Phelps Elementary School; 
construct Perry Lane 
walking bridge; enhance 
Granger School baseball 
diamond; and preserve/ir- 
rigate Memorial Field. 

“It’s a great program,” 
CPC chairman Henry A. 
Kozloski said after the an- 
nual meeting. “We can do projects the town 
would never do.” 

He cited the George Washington plaque 
— which was missing for over 30 years — as 
one example of a project that the town would 
not undertake. 

The plaque, located at the corner of Main 
and Federal streets, was replaced in 2003 for 
a cost of $650, after it went missing for over 
three decades, said Kozlosk1. 

George Washington passed through the 
town of Agawam twice, said Kozloski. Once 
during the Revolutionary War and again 
when he was president. A second plaque 
hangs down by the Massachusetts Veterans’ 
Memorial Cemetery, he said. 

Fund balance 

To date, the CPA has a total of $3.6 mil- 
lion in funding available, according to the 
Community Preservation Act 2012 An- 
nual Report. That figure is broken down to 
$607,900 for open space; $328,400 for his- 
toric preservation, $359,100 for community 
housing and $2.37 million in discretionary 
funding. 

Since 2003, the town has collected $6.28 
million in revenue and has spent $2.9 mil- 
lion. 

The funds collected by the town are 
matched by the state, Bonfiglio said. Al- 
though originally the town received a 100 
percent match, in recent years that figure has 
declined to roughly 20 percent, she said. 

Open space 

Open space is defined by the CPA to in- 
clude (but not be limited to) aquifers and 
recharge areas, watershed land, grasslands, 
fields, forest land, wetlands, rivers, streams, 
lakes, beaches and pond frontage, land to

protect scenic vistas, land for wildlife or na- 
ture preserve and land for recreational use. 

In general, said Bonfiglio, open space is 
considered land that is maintained in a natu- 
ral state and available to be used for passive 
recreation or for protection of habitat. 

CPA funds may be used to acquire, create 
or preserve open space. Rehabilitation/resto- 
ration of open space is allowed only if the 
land was acquired with CPA funds. 


Community housing 

According to CPA law, “community hous- 
ing” is defined as “low- and moderate-in- 
come housing for individuals and families, 
including low- or moderate-income senior 
housing.” 

CPA money can only be expended on 
housing projects that will serve residents 
who earn less than 100 percent of the estab- 
lished median income (as 
determined by the federal 
Department of Housing 
and Urban Development) 
for his/her town. The 2011 
area median income for a 
family of four in Agawam 
was $68,900. 

CPA funds may be used 
to acquire, create, pre- 
serve and support com- 
munity housing, Bonfiglio 
said. Rehabilitation and restoration is al- 
lowed if acquired with CPA funds. Rehabili- 
tation and restoration allows for remodeling, 
reconstruction or repair (extraordinary, not 
maintenance) to make a property functional 
for intended use. It includes improvements 
to comply with federal, state or local build- 
ing or access codes or with federal standards 
for rehabilitation of historic properties. 


Historic preservation 

A historic resource is defined by the CPA 
to include a building, structure, vessel, doc- 
ument or other real property that is either 
listed or eligible for listing on the State Reg- 
ister of Historic Places; or determined by 
the local historic commission to be signifi- 
cant in the history, archeology, architecture 
or culture of the town. Any rehabilitation 
of historic resources must comply with the 
Secretary of Interior Standards. CPA money 
may be used to acquire, preserve or rehabili- 
tate/restore historic structures. Preservation 
includes protecting it from injury, harm or 
destruction, not maintenance, while main- 
tenance allows to remodel, reconstruct or 
repair (extraordinary, not maintenance) to 
make the property functional for intended 
use, including improvements to comply 
with federal, state or local building or access 
codes or with federal standards for rehabili- 
tation of such properties. 

Recreational 

Recreational use is defined by CPA as 
active or passive recreational use, includ- 
ing (but not limited to) community gardens; 
trails; noncommercial youth and adult sports; 
waterfront, rowing, canoeing, kayaking; and 
use of land for parks, playgrounds or athletic 
fields. It does not include horse or dog racing

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CPA legislation gains

The Massachusetts House of Repre- 
sentatives unanimously passed Commu- 
nity Preservation Act (CPA) legislation 
last month, voting for a bill that could 
potentially double the funding available 
to the 147 communities that have adopted 
the CPA. A total of 153 representatives 
— including state Rep. Nicholas A. Bold- 
yga, R-Southwick — voted in favor of the 
measure, titled “An Act to Sustain Com- 
munity Preservation.” The legislation will 
move on to the Massachusetts Senate, 
which will take up the proposal as part of 
its debate of the state budget in May. 

“Agawam, Granville and Southwick 
have all adopted the Community Pres- 
ervation Act at the local level,’ Boldyga 
said about his decision to vote in favor of 
the legislation. “As our state representa- 
tive, I’m tasked with advocating for the 
interests of our communities and the pro- 
gram they’ve chosen to adopt.” 

Agawam CPA Administrator Jennifer 
Bonfiglio said she was pleased with the 
House vote and hopes the Senate will 
follow suit. If the legislation gains the 
approval of Gov. Deval Patrick, it could 
mean more money for Agawam in the 
future. 

“In essence, it will probably increase 
our state match,” Bonfiglio said. 

The Community Preservation Act al- 
lows municipalities to assess a surcharge 
of up to 3 percent on property tax bills 
to fund open space preservation, hous- 
ing or historic rehabilitation projects. The 
town of Agawam — which adopted CPA

charge, said Bonfiglio. Though the state 
matched community-generated funds at 
100 percent at the program’s inception, 
that percentage has since dwindled to 
about 22 percent in recent years. 

Bonfiglio hopes the legislation, if 
passed, would bump that figure up to 
close to 50 percent. 

“We analyzed the numbers and in do- 
ing the math, we figure it could bring us 
up to 45 percent,’ she said. 

“It gives communities the flexibility to 
use other revenue sources aside from a 
property tax surcharge to fund their com- 
munity preservation accounts,” Boldyga 
explained. 

In addition to raising the community 
match, the “Act to Sustain Community 
Preservation,’ which was co-sponsored 
by state Sen. Michael Knapik, R-West- 
field and Sen. James Welch, D-West 
Springfield, among other local senators, 
would clarify the allowable uses of CPA 
funds so that communities can rehabili- 
tate existing outdoor parks and other rec- 
reational resources. 

“Currently, we can only build recre- 
ational resources [using CPA money],’ 
said Bonfiglio. “Rather than going to 
make a new park, we could fix what we 
already have.” 

That information piqued the interest of 
the audience at the Agawam Community 
Preservation Committee’s annual public 
hearing on April 25. 

“The town doesn’t have the money to 
repair [local parks],’” Bonfiglio said. “If 
this bill passes, the CPA could pay for 
it.”

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Notes from the Music Room

Before leaving the field of education and 
teachers in Agawam, I have to mention two 
elements that played an enormous part in the 
success of the Agawam High School band 
program. 

It has to do with a support group 
and a specialized instructor. Betty 
Sosnowitch became the Color Guard 
instructor for the high school band 
through the 1970s and 1980s. Most 
high school bands do not have Color 
Guards or auxiliary positions, includ- 
ing Honor Guard containing the American 
flag and other flag or baton twirling groups. 
Yet these groups contribute so much to the 
visual part of the picture and the overall ef- 
fect. 

There were times when the Agawam Col- 
or Guard was larger than the playing mem- 
bers of the entire group. Betty did a superb 
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job of organizing and teaching the group to 
cover this area, but I want to mention also 
the band parents group that did so much over 
the years. They carried much of the load on 
a band director’s plate. 

I think I was most proud of our town 
around 1982, when Proposition 2 1/2 
came in and limited the town’s ability 
to raise the taxes needed to fund all 
operations. Many schools in the state, 
and almost all around here, let all of 
the music and art teachers go. Entire 
departments were gone and most of 
these schools have still not recovered 

from that blow. 

We had a staff of 10 music people at that 
time and not one of them lost their job. No- 
body can top that. The band parents expand- 
ed their support and everybody pitched in to 
keep the necessary funds coming and I am 
happy to say that is still the way it is in our 
present groups.

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Maestro Kevin Rhodes to take audiences out 
of this world With ‘Holst’s Planets’ concert

SPRINGFIELD — Maestro Kevin Rhodes has planned an 
evening of magic, mythology and music in the Springfield 
Symphony Orchestra’s Grand Season Finale Concert Satur- 
day, May 12 at 7 p.m. in Springfield Symphony Hall. 

He will be taking audiences “out of this world” in a per- 
formance of composer Gustav Holst’s “The Planets.” The 
orchestra will bring musical wizardry to the stage in the fa- 
miliar composition of Ducas “The Sorcerer’s Apprentice” 
and then an important new commissioned work featuring pi- 
anist Jeffrey Biegel, in modern composer William Bolcom’s 
“Prometheus”. 

Rhodes said he is eager to lead the orchestra in the Grand 
Season Finale. To wrap up the season he will present one 
of the most otherworldly pieces ever written, Holst’s “The 
Planets.” 

“When listening to this piece it sounds so modern it is 
hard to believe it was written during World War I. Many 
film composers have been inspired by its sound. Indeed, its 
themes are so perfect for the great expanses and majesty of 
outer space they sound as if they were written for today’s 
space age,” reflected Rhodes. 

The British composer Holst’s inspiration for “The Plan- 
ets” was not astronomy, but astrology and alchemy, to which 
Holst was introduced in 1913, when he began studying the 
writing of the aptly named astrologer, Alan Leo. He at- 
tempted to depict in music the traditional astrological “per- 
sonalities” and influences on the human body of the seven 
planets. 


Sorcerer 

Paul Dukas’ “The Sorcerer’s Apprentice” has been a fa- 
vorite since it was written but became a megahit when it 
set the scene in the film featuring Mickey Mouse, Disney’s 
“Fantasia” back in 1939. 

Based on a universal folk theme, the inability to turn off 
too much of a good thing, it is the tale of a Sorcerer’s Ap- 
prentice who tries to avoid his domestic chores using magic 
he learned — imperfectly — from his master. 

He casts a spell on a broom to fetch water for his master’s 
bath, but when the tub is full, does not know how to stop it. 
In desperation he chops the broom in half with an axe, only 
to have the pieces each rise up and continue to fetch water. 
Problems multiply for him. Finally the sorcerer returns and 
with a sweep of his hand brings order back from the chaos.

Szatrowski tosses first collegiate no-hitter 


WALTHAM - UMass Boston baseball freshman and Aga- 
wam resident Kyle Szatrowski took the mound Wednesday 
night against the Wentworth Institute of Technology looking 
to earn his first collegiate victory and gain some confidence. 

He achieved a lot more than that against the Leopards (15- 
19) as Szatrowski threw the first no-hitter in program his- 
tory as UMass Boston (17-13-1) breezed to a 5-0 victory at 
Yetten Field Wednesday evening. 

Szatrowski was lockdown the entire evening, striking out 
seven Leopard batters and rarely allowing Wentworth to hit 
the ball hard.
